Restored  Clover  Hill  named  for  Louis  L.  Odette

On  Sunday,  September  22,  300  members  of 
the  St.  Michael's  and  the  University  of  To- 
ronto communities  gathered,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Honourable  Henry  Jackman,  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor of  Ontario,  and  G.  Emmett 
Cardinal  Carter,  to  celebrate  the  official  open- 
ing of  the  newly  restored  and  refurbished 
Louis  L.  Odette  Hall. 

Mr.  Odette,  a  noted  arts  patron  and  a  long- 
time friend  of  St.  Michael's,  spoke  of  his  de- 
light in  having  provided  major  funding  for 
the  restoration  of  historic  Clover  Hill.  The 
building  now  houses  our  Christianity  and 


Culture  and  Celtic  Studies  Pro- 
grammes, the  University  of  Toron- 
to's Departments  of  French  and  of 
German,  and  holds  the  contempo- 
rary Canadian  art  collection  recently 
donated  to  St.  Michael's  by  Christi- 
anity and  Culture  professor  Rev. 
Daniel  Donovan.  There  are  also  new 
office,  sacristy  and  meeting-room  fa- 
cilities for  St.  Basil's  Parish. 

The  guests  partook  of  gourmet  re- 
freshments, a  photographic  archival 
display  of  Clover  Hill's  history,  as 
well  as  student-guided  tours  of  the 
new  Odette  Hall  itself.

Church,  on  13  September  1996,  Most 
Reverend  Aloysius  Ambrozic,  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Pontifical  Institute  of  Me- 
diaeval Studies,  installed  Fr.  James 
McConica,  C.S.B. ,  former  President 
of  St.  Michael's,  as  Praeses  of  the  In- 
stitute. 

Since  completing  his  term  as  President 
of  St.  Michael's,  Fr.  McConica,  inter- 
nationally recognized  historian,  au- 
thor, and  lecturer,  has  been  residing 
at  Oxford  University  as  a  Senior  Fel- 
low of  All  Soul's  College. 

The  Mass  was  significant  also  because 
of  the  inauguration  of  Fr.  Brian 
Hogan,  C.S.B.  as  Dean  of  the  Faculty  of  The- 
ology of  St.  Michael's,  and  the  formal  an- 
nouncement of  the  appointment  of  Dr.

On  30  November  1996  Cardinal  Gerald 
Emmen  Carter,  Chancellor  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  St.  Michael's  College  presided 
over  the  Forty-first  Theology  Convo- 
cation at  which  over  fifty  successful  can- 
didates received  various  degrees,  diplo- 
mas and  certificates  in  Theolog)'. 
At  the  Convocation  St.  Michael's  con- 
ferred honorary  doctoral  degrees  upon 
William  Francis  Morneau,  upon  Sister 
Susan  Mary  Moran,  O.L.M.,  and  upon 
the  Reverend  Gustavo  Gutierrez.  Mr. 
Morneau  has  for  years  been  a  leading 
Catholic  layman  in  the  Archdiocese  of 
Toronto,  placing  his  business  expertise 
and  experience  at  the  service  of  the 
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Forty-First  Theology  Convocation

Church  in  various  volunteer  roles,  includ- 
ing Chairmanship  of  the  Newman  Founda- 
tion and  membership  on  the  St.  Michael's 
Finance  Committee.  Sister  Susan  Moran  has 
been  a  teacher,  a  school  chaplain,  and  is  the 
founder  of  the  'Out  of  the  Cold'  programme 
whose  aim  is  to  provide  food,  shelter  and 
friendship  to  the  poor  and  homeless  of  To- 
ronto during  the  harsh  winter  months.  Fr. 
Gutierrez  is  an  eminent  theologian,  admired 
and  respected  for  his  seminal  work  in  Lib- 


eration Theology, 
Founder  of  the  In- 
stitute Bartolome 
de  las  Casas  in 
Lima,  Peru,  and 
active  parish 
priest  among  the 
poor.  Fr. 

Gutierrez  ad- 
dressed Convoca- 
tion, reminding  us 
of  the  centrality 
of  concern  for  the 
poor  in  the  Gos- 
pel and  stressing 
the  prophetic  and 
contemplative  as- 
pects of  the  study 
of  Theology.  He 
pointed  out  that 
Theology  in- 
volved proclaiming  the  covenant  with  life 
revealed  in  Scripture,  and  asserting  the  God- 
given  right  to  live.  He  concluded  by  claim- 
ing that  the  key  to  Theology  is  found  in  the 
famous  words  of  the  prophet  Micah: 

This  is  what  God  asks  of  you 

Only  this,  to  act  justly, 

to  love  tenderly. 

And  to  walk  humbly  with  your  God.

The  17th  John  M.  Kelly  Theological 
Lecture  will  be  delivered  on  20  March 
at  8:00  P.M.  m  the  Sam  Sorbara  Hall 
in  Brennan  Hall. 

This  year's  Kelly  Lecturer  is  the  inter- 
nationally known  liturgist,  teacher  and 
liturgical  musician  and  consultant,  Fr. 
John  Melloh,  S.M.,  Coordinator  of  the 
John  S.  Marten  Program  in  Homilet- 
ics  and  Liturgy,  Department  of  The- 
ology, at  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame. 

A  member  of  the  Marianist  Commu- 
nity, Fr.  Melloh  received  his  doctoral 
degree  from  St.  Louis  University.  He 
has  served  on  the  Advisory  Boards  of 
the  Institute  for  Liturgical  Formation 
(New  Brunswick,  N.J.)  and  of  the 
Center  for  Pastoral  Liturgy  of  Notre 
Dame  University  and  has  been  Direc- 
tor of  that  Center  and  Chairman  of 
the  Theology  and  Liturgical  Studies 
Summer  Session  at  Notre  Dame. 

He  has  also  been  in  leadership  posi- 
tions of  liturgical  commissions  in  vari- 
ous institutions  and  dioceses  in  the 
United  States. 

A  member  of  several  liturgical  and 
homiletic  associations  and  commis- 
sions, Fr.  Melloh  has  published  numer- 
ous articles  and  reviews  in  liturgical 
journals  and  is  at  present  preparing 
two  books  for  publication. 

The  Kelly  Lecture  Committee  consid- 
ers itself  fortunate  to  have  Fr.

Fr.  Dan  Donovan,  Professor  in  the  St.  Michael's  Chris- 
tianity and  Culture  programme,  has  made  a  significant 
gift  of  artwork  to  St.  Michael's.  Over  the  past  15  years 
Fr.  Donovan  has  been  assembling  a  unique  collection 
of  contemporary  Canadian  Art  which  has  a  spiritual 
focus.  He  has  donated  63  pieces  of  this  collection  and 
they,  with  others  of  his  collection,  have  been  installed 
in  Odene  Hall,  the  site  of  the  Christianity  and  Culture 
programme.  Fr.  Donovan  thought  the  collection  would 
make  an  effective  visual  focal  point  for  the  programme.

For  the  Mirror 

On  Thursday  last  wc  paid  the  new  buildings 
on  Clover  Hill  a  flying  visit,  with  the  inten- 
tion of  edifying  our  readers  by  a  truthful, 
and  if  possible  a  eulogistic  description  of  its 
situation  and  aspect.  We  need  scarcely  remark 
that  we  were  amazed  as  well  as  delighted:  the 
magnificient  pile  exhibits  every  appearance 
of  completeness  and  adaptations  to  its  pur- 
pose. 

On  looking  through  an  opening  in  the  groves 
of  trees  that  mark  the  ensemble  of  the  sur- 
rounding country,  the  wayfarer  gets  a  first 
glimpse  of  the  college,  having  more  the  ap- 
pearance of  an  asylum  of  learning  than  any 
other  similar  institution  in  the  city.  The  bel- 
fry, being  the  highest  pinnacle  yet  erected,  is 
the  first  point  visible,  which,  with  its  alter- 
nate green  and  lilac  mountings,  its  gilded  vane, 
shining  spire,  unfinished  blinds,  and  open  tri- 
plet lights,  will  strike  the  beholder  as  being 
of  a  novel  and  beautiful  construction.  On  ad 
vancing.  the  large  skylights,  about  a  dozen  in 
number,  arising  from  the  eaves  and  flanking 
the  high  and  pointed  roof,  well  secured  with 
chequered  roofing,  are  seen  standing  out  in 
bold  relief.  A  nearer  approach  across  the 
fields  brings  St.  Basil's  church  and  the  body 
of  the  building  attached  under  review.  It  will 
then  be  noticed  that  the  material  of  the  build- 
ing is  white  brick  of  the  clearest  and  finest 
quality,  the  facings  being  of  freestone,  and 
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Almost  140  years  to  the  day  of  its  opening  on  15  September  1856,  the  completely  renovated 
Clover  Hill  Building  was  rededicated  and  named  Louis  L  Odette  Hall.  The  following  is  an 
account  of  a  tour  of  the  newly  constructed  Clover  Hill  and  St  Basil's  Church  which  appeared  in 
the  26  September  1856  issue  of  the  Toronto  Mirror. 


the  chapel  window  over  the  door  projecting 
forward  some  inches,  of  the  same  material. 
It  will  be  also  seen  that  the  College.  Orches- 
tra and  St.  Basil's  Church  are  in  the  Gothic 
style,  while  the  College  itself  is  part  Nor- 
man and  part  Gothic. 

Advancing  to  the  ground  and  passing  to  the 
east,  we  ascended  the  steps  leading  to  the 
porch,  and  entered  the  church.  On  the  whole, 
we  may  say.  without  danger  of  being  consid- 
ered guilty  of  exaggerating,  that  St.  Basil's 
church  follows  closer  the  ancient  style  of 
Gothic  architecture  than  any  other  in  the 
Province.  There  is  no  organ  yet.  but  one  is 
being  builded  [sic]  in  the  gothic  style,  by  a 
firm  in  Hamilton,  which  when  completed 
will  be  the  best  in  Toronto,  both  in  tone  and 
dimensions.  It  will  cost  about  $1000. 

Passing  through  a  side  door  under  the  guid- 
ance of  Rev.  Mr.  Vincent,  we  came  to  the 
study-room,  which  is  filled  with  desks  and 
forms,  and  which,  owing  to  the  increase  of 
pupils,  is  now  occupied  as  a  class  room  by 
two  of  the  junior  classes.  Hence  we  traversed 
the  hall  of  the  first  floor,  noting  the  beauti- 
ful lamp  in  the  centre,  and  the  salubrious  view 
from  the  window  at  the  extremity.  On  this 
floor  are  situated  the  rooms  of  the  Profes- 
sors, and  also  the  reception  room  for  visi- 
tors. 

Ascending  the  staircase,  we  were  shown  into 
the  dormitory  on  the  second  floor,  which  is 
a  large  room  extending  half  the  length  of  the 
building,  very  high,  and  finely  lighted,  the 
windows  being  large  and  cleanly  kept.  In  this 
dormitory  there  arc  a  number  of  beds,  only  a 
short  space  being  open  for  fifteen  pupils, 
whose  names  are  entered  on  the  books,  but 
who  have  not  yet  arrived.  These  beds  and  bed- 


steads are  entirely  new.  and  are  appropriated 
one  to  each  pupil.  The  room  is  decorated  with 
several  pictures,  and  is  well  furnished  with 
the  apparatus  necessary  to  a  dormitory.  Ad- 
vancing to  the  Eastern  extremity,  we  noticed 
several  more  rooms  belonging  to  the  Profes- 
sors, and  at  the  end  of  the  Hall  were  shown 
into  that  occupied  by  our  guide.  On  the  right, 
as  we  returned,  we  were  shown  the  tempo- 
rary sleeping  room  for  the  men-servants  of 
the  College. 

On  a  subsequent  occasion,  accompanied  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Malbos.  we  visited  the  Museum, 
on  the  second  floor.  The  collection  is  good, 
although  it  is  but  three  months  since  it  was 
commenced.  The  stuffing  is  passable,  and  the 
arrangement  of  the  birds,  etc..  tasteful  and 
scientific.  Rev.  Mr.  Soulerin  has  charge  of 
this  department.  In  the  collection  we  observed 
two  huge  snakes,  and  any  quantity  of  owls, 
humming  birds,  and  domestic  fowls.  One 
grave  duck,  seeming  to  rest  upon  its  tail,  and 
rivalling  the  owl  in  the  upper  row  in  solemn 
seriousness,  induces  a  philosophic  train  of 
thought  which  is  completely  disturbed  by  a 
glance  at  the  huge  turtle  nearby  with  its  out- 
stretched neck,  situated  near  the  window:  phi- 
losophy giving  way  to  mirth  at  the  ludicrous 
sight  of  a  chip-monk  sitting  bolt  upright,  ap- 
parently engaged  in  unravelling  the  myster- 
ies of  a  blue  bird's  tail.  We  noticed,  too,  a 
pretty  fox.  quiet  for  the  first  time  probably 
since  he  became  possessed  of  a  skin,  in  the 
presence  of  so  many  feathers. 

Ascending  [to]  the  third  floor,  we  perceived 
the  two  great  dormitories,  which  are  entirely 
filled.  In  and  on  the  centre,  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  orchestra,  wc  have  the  clothes

room.  Around  the  wills  there  arc  separate  compartments.  2  (t.  x 
3.  one  of  which  belongs  to  each  pupil,  and  in  which  are  deposited 
all  the  clothing  they  require  while  resident  in  the  College.  On 
ascending  a  staircase  in  this  room,  a  fine  view  is  had  from  the 
window  of  the  city  and  its  environs.  We  beheld  the  whole  coun- 
try bordering  on  the  lake,  from  Ashbridgc's  Bay  stretching  away 
to  the  west,  in  the  direction  of  Port  Credit.  The  white  waves  as 
they  broke  across  the  bar  at  the  entrance  to  the  harbor  were 
plainly  visible,  and  lake  steamers  seemed  like  so  many  little  yachts 
in  the  sunbeams.  In  the  case  of  a  fire  in  any  part  of  the  city,  the 
students  can  sec  distinctly  from  the  windows  of  the  dormitory 
every  phase  of  its  progress.  While  here,  we  could  not  refrain 
from  reflecting  that  a  view  of  the  town  by  night,  with  its  lights 
shining  in  the  distance,  would  be  beautiful  from  this  elevation. 
Above  this  room  and  towards  the  centre  of  the  roof  is  situated 
the  bclfrv.  which  contains  at  present  the  empty  trunks  of  the 
students.  We  also  noticed  with  satisfaction  the  ventilators,  which 
are  in  good  order  and  of  simple  arrangement. 
We  now  descended  to  the  basement  story,  and  viewed  the  class- 
rooms, in  several  of  which  we  found  black-boards  of  highly- 
polished  composition,  and  so  hard  that  they  seem  like  marble  of 
the  first  quality:  proceeding  onward,  the  Dining  Hall  we  found 
i  spacious  compartment,  with  a  throne  for  the  lector  at  the  South 
side.  On  the  North  side  we  have  the  Kitchen  with  all  the  neces- 
sary furniture,  with  a  pantry  next  to  the  Dining  Hall,  in  which 
we  perceived  a  quantity  of  large  white  fish  -  the  next  day  being 
Friday.  Out  of  this  Hall  we  were  shown  into  the  playroom, 
which  can  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  lecturing  or  exhibition.  It 
forms  the  basement  tier  of  St.  Basil's  Church,  and  is  intersected 
by  rows  of  heavy  stone  pillars.  At  the  end.  underneath  the  Penta- 
gon, is  the  boot-room,  where  all  shoedom  is  imprisoned,  for 
though  "there  is  nothing  like  leather,"  it  is  judged  by  no  means 
an  odorous  denizen  of  dormitories  or  other  domiciles.  From 
thence  we  proceeded  by  a  side  door  to  visit  the  adjacent  grounds, 
observing  as  we  passed  a  pretty  Gothic  cottage  erected  for  the 
female  servants,  to  which  they  retire  at  9  o'clock  in  the  evening  - 
no  woman  being  allowed  to  sleep  within  the  precincts  of  the 
College.  We  had  forgotten  to  remark  that  9  o'clock  is  the  hour 
at  which  the  students  generally  retire  to  rest.  Of  the  grounds  wc 
need  say  little  except  that  they  arc  in  the  finest  position  which 
could  possibly  be  selected.  They  cover  about  three  acres,  the 
soil  being  a  yellow  loam,  thickly  studded  with  trees  through- 
out. 

Wc  may  close  this  slight  sketch  by  remarking  that  the  College 
and  Church  arc  the  finest  in  this  section  of  the  Province,  being 
infinitely  superior  as  to  situation  and  appearance  to  the  Univer- 
sity and  Colleges  which  surround  it  in  the  same  locality.  May  it 
prosper  and  increase,  and  be  in  the  future  an  honor  to  the  broth- 
erhood of  St.  Basil,  and  to  the  Bishop  in  whose  Pontificate  it 
has  been  erected.
